He made it unlawful for Ma- Some of 
ſters to put their Slaves to death; and order- 5 Laws: 


ed, that Slaves ſhould be Tried and Condem- 
ned by the publick Judges as they deſerved it. 
His Law againſt ſuch as had conſumed their 
Eſtates, was, that if they were under their 
own Authority, they ſhould be expoſed to a 
publick Shame in the Amphitheatre, and then 
turned out of the Town. He took away the 
Private Priſons, fer Servants and Slaves, which 
had uſed to be before in the Hands of their 
Maſters. He ſeparated the Baths for the di- 
ſtinct uſe of either Sex. If a Maſter was found 
killd in his nt, he ordered that not all the 
Slaves ſhould be put to the Queſtion about the 
Murder, but thoſe only who were near e: 
nongh to have perceived and prevented it. 
The Country of Hetruris nominated him to 
be their Prætor, and he was fo, when he was 
Emperour. In like manner he was the Di- 
Qator, the Ædilis, and the Duumwir, that is 
the Chief Magiſtrate ſo called, of leveral 
Towns in Latium. The City of Naples. choſe 
him to be their Demarchus: The City of Sevil 
Mn Spain, and that of Adria in hay, which

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were the two Places of the Deſcent of him 


and his Anceſtours, choſe him to be their 
Dninquenalts, At Athens he was the Arebon. 
In Almoſt all the Cities where he came he 


- Built, and pave publick Sports to the People. 


At Athens he exhibited a Chaſe in the Stadi- 
um, of above a Thouſand Wild Beaſts. He 
never ſerved himſelf upon theſe occaſions of 
any. Huntſmen, or Players from the City of 
Rome. At Rome the Pleaſures of the Feſti- 


vals, which he Celebrated to the Honour of 
his Mother-in-Law were infinite. Amongſt 


the reſt he made the People a Largeſs of 
Aromatick Sacrifices : and upon the Feſti. 
vals to the honour of Traſan he commanded 
the ſeveral Seats of the Theatre to be perfumed + 


with Balm and Saffron. He had P 7. of all 
forts acted in the Theatre, as antiently. 


He

ſons. He exhibited in the Cirque many wild 
Beaſts, and many times a hundred Lions to be 
killed at a time.

He ſettled, with the 
help of the Magiſtrates for that purpoſe, the 
Expences, beyond which no one ſhould ex 
ceed in their Feaſts ; _ which he reformed ac 
cording to the antient Julien Law. He for- 
bad the Citizens to appear attended with ſq 
much heavy Equipages as they did, coming out 
of the Country.

with more conſtancy, he was angry at them, 
and commanded that the Diſcoverer of what 
he had ſaid to the Servant ſhould be put to 
Death.

He dined with his Miniſters many 
times at their, Houſes, He went- one time to 
ſee the Houſe of Omwlus ; where admiring the 
Porphyry-Pillars which he had, and asking 
him from whence he procured them, Omulus 
ſaid, When yon cone, Sir, into 4 Strangers 
Houſe, you are. to be both Dumb and Deaf. He 
took this patiently, as he did a great many 
other Jeſts of the ſame Perſon. _ _ 

| He made divers Laws, in which he ſerved Hs Laws. 
himſelf of the beſt Lawyers of his time, who - 

were Vinidius Verus, Salvius Valens, Voluſius 

Metianus, Ulpius Marcellus, and Fabolenus.' He 

put an end to whatever Seditions in any Part 

aroſe ; not by Force and Cruelty, but by the 

Modeſty and the Gravity of his Judgments, 

He prohibited the burying of the Dead with- 

in the City. He limited the Expences of the 

Games of the Gladiators, He facilitated things 

for the convenience of Travelling with all the 

Care he could. He gave Reaſons for every 

thing he did, either to the Senate or in his E. 

dicts. He died in his Seventieth Year, but was Et Death 

3 much lamented, then, as if it had been in 

the flower of his Age: And the manner of his 

Death, they ſay, was this; he had eaten with 

great Appetite at Supper, of the Cheeſe which 

5 made upon the Alps, but he brought it up 
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again in the Night, and the next Day was 

taken with a Fever; the third Day being 
worſe, he recommended the Empire, and the 
Care of his Daughter unto Marcus Antoninus, 
in the 2 of the Court. Then he or- 
dered the Golden Image of Fortune, which 
always ſtands in the Emperor's Bed- Chamber, 
to be removed out of Room into that 
of Marcus Antoninus. Then he gave the ward to 
the Tribune, which was Equanimity ; and turn- 
ing himſelf as it were to ſleep, he died at 
his own Seat at Laewrium. He was light 
headed in his Fever; at which times, all his 
Diſcourſe was concerning the State, and 
the Kings who had given him an occaſion 
of Diſpleaſure. He left his Paternal Eſtate 
to his Daughter, and Legacies by his Will to 
all his Domeſticks.

He was tall and graceful ; but being apt to 
ſtoop a little in his old Age, he then wore a 
pair of Bodice on purpoſe to keep himſel 
* In a morning, when he grew in years 
before he was viſited, he eat a little dry Brea 
for his Health. He ſpoke a little broad, but 
yet agreeably enough. The Senate made him 
a God, in which all People were forward to 
. concur with them, becauſe his Goodneſs, Cle- 
mency, Wit, and Sanctimony were univerſally 
eſteemed. They decreed him all the Honours 
| which had ever been beſtowed upon the beſt 
F They appointed him an Order of 
Prieſts of his own Name, a Temple, and the 
Honour of the Games of the Cirque: He was 

a abſolutely

who lived without having ever ſhed the Blood 
either of Citizen or Enemy ; and as his 
Reign was attended with the "fame Felicity

At his Landing at Brindiſi in Naples, he both put 
on the Reman Gown himſelf, and commanded 
the Soldiers to habit themſelves accordingly, 
who never went in their Soldiers Coats in Ital 
in his Reign. Being come to Rome, he trium- 
phed there, and from thence he went to Lavinia. 
He made his Son Commodus his Colleague in 
the Tribunitian Power. He entertain d the 
People with a Largeſs, and extraordinary fine 

Shews. He reformed many things in the Ci- 

vil Policy, and ſet proper Bounds to the Ex- 

pences of the Games of the Gladiators; ha- 

ving this Sentence of Plate much in his Mouth, 

Happy the States where either the Philoſophers are 

the Emperors, or the Emperors are Philoſophers. 

He match'd a Daughter of Bruttius Preſens, 

who was of the Conſular Dignity, to his Son

When Verus ſet forward upon his Expe- His negli- 
ation to the Partbian War, Marcus accom 1 
panied him as far as to Capas. But going on 
is way from Copus, he Revelled it ſo, at 
al the great Houſes where he came, that he 
dontracted an Illneſs, and fell Sick at Canoſa 
in Naples, whither Marcus took a ſecond Jour- 
ney to viſit him 3 Certainly many _ 
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and unhandſome things appear in the Conduct 
of Verus, which he did during the time of the 
War. For when both the Lieutenant of Sy. 
ria was killed, and the Legions there were cut 
off; the Syrian: Meditating a Revolt, and the 
Eaſt laid Waſte by the Enemy, then was he 
paſſing his time in Hunting in Apuleia. At 
Corinth and Athens, he had his Muſical Con- 
ſorts, and Entertainments of Voices and In. 
ſtruments. At every Port of note in 4, 
Pampbylia, and Cilicia, where he came, he 
made a ſtay to take his Pleaſures. 

After he was come to Antioch, he followed 
his Luxuries to exceſs for his own part, whilſt 
his Generals carried on the Parthian War; 
who were Statius Priſcus, Avidius Caſſius, and 
Martius Verus. In four years they went 


through Babylon, the Kingdom of Medi, 


and recovered Armenia : which procured to 
him the honourable Title of Conquerour of 
the Armenians, Parthians, and Medes, which 
was alſo Communicated to Marcus at Rome. 
He paſſed the Winters in thoſe four years, at the 
City of Laodicea ; the Summers at the Village 
of Daphne, and the reſt of the time at 4» 
tioch. All the Syrians made a jeſt of him; 
and ſeveral Railleries, which they paſſed up 
on him upon the Stage in their Plays, are er- 
tant. He admitted: his Slaves to be as free 
with him at all times, as the Cuſtom is to be 
upon the Feaſts of Saturn. He went, at the 
ſolicitation of his Courtiers, as far as to the

All which not- 
withſtanding the Emperor Severus, who was 
one that in no wiſe indeed differed from his 
name, made this Prince a God, out of his 
oppalition, as it is ſuppoſed, to the Senate : 
and he appointed him the fame Chief Prieſt, 
under the ſame Title, to ſerve him, that 
Ce had provided for himſelf before he

Ublius Helvius Pert ina was the Son of 
Helvius Succeſſus, who was the Son of 
a late Slave made free. He had the 
Name of Pertinax given him by his Fa- 

ther, from nothing but his wilſul and-pertina- 

cious adherence for a long time, to the poor 

Occupation of his Father, which was drying 

and burning of Wood, and making of Char-

And his Innocency appearing, as to the Am- 
bition of which before he was maliciouſly ac- 
cuſed, for a compenſation of that Injury done 
him, the Emperor made him a Prætor, and 
ave him the Command of the Firſt Legion; 
y the means whereof, he preſently recover 
Rbætia, and the Country of Noricum from the 
Remy This was fo Eminent a Service, that 
the Emperor made him a Conſul ; who very 
often in publick in his Speeches, which it would 
be too long here to inſert, but one of them is 
extant in Marius Maximus, commended him 
both to the Soldiers and the Senate, and ex- 
p himſelf before all the World, ſorry, 
that he could not make him a Captain of the 
Guards, becauſe of bis being a Senator. After 
the Rebellion of Caſſive was at an end, Pertinax 
was commanded out af Syria, to the Defer 
of the Danube.

He did not much concern himſelf with the im- 
pudicity of his Wife ; who in the fight of all 
the World entertained for her Lover, a Muſi- 
cian. On the other hand he had for his Miſtreſs, 
one Cornificia; to whoſe love they ſay he was 
extremely abandoned. He was extraordinary 
ſtrict upon the Servants about the Court: and 
8 made him be much hated by 


The ſigns forerunning his Death were theſe. 
Three days before he was killed, he thought 
he ſaw a Man by reflexion in a Pond, making 
at him with a Sword. The day that he was 
killed, it was obſerved that the Pupils of his 
Eyes, as if they were dead, did not repreſent 
the Images of Perſons that look'd on him: 
and as he ſacrificed in his private Oratory, 
the Fire went out; and neither the Heart, 
nor the Liver were found in the Victims. Stars 
very bright, though near the Sun, appeared in 
the day time ſome days beſore. What him- 
ſelf ſaid of Didius Fulianus, was an Omen of 
the ſuccaſſion to him of that Perſon. For Fu-

The Soldiers that had killed him, tuck his 
Head upon a Spear, and brought it through 
the City into the Camp. But it was retrieved 

ain, and together with his Body buried in 
he Sepulchre of his Wife's Grand father, by 
Faber, with all the honour that he could do 
it: only he made no publick Harangue upon 
him, either to the People or the Senate; but 
yet when afterwards it was his own fate to be 
in like manner deſerted, and killed, then the 
Senate and the People did tranſlate Pertinax 
into the number of the Gods. »Þ

\ born upon the Calends of Auuſt, under the 
Confulſhips of Yerxs and Bibulus, He was kik 
led upon the fifth of the Calends of 4pril, in 
the Cofiſulſhips of Palce and Clerus. He lived 
ſixty fix Years, ſeven Months, and twenty fix 
Days. He Reigned two Months, and twenty 
ſevendays. He gave a Largeſs to the People 
of a hundred Reman Penies a Man : and he 
had promiſed another to the Guards of twelye 
thouſand Seſterces ; but he gave then but the 
half: what he had — the Army, was 
not given them, becauſe his death prevented 
him. There is a Letter of his, in the Hiſtc 
of his life, written by Marius Maximus, .

He imbarked 
his Army at the Port of Brindiſi; from whence 
continuing on his Journey, he came into Sy. 
ria, where he prepared himſelf to make War 
upon the Parthians in their own Country, after 
he had driven them out of their Footings in 
this. Together with which, by the advice ot 
Plautianus, he hunted after the Reliques of the 
Faction of Peſcennius Niger, and flew them 
. without Mercy. Others he flew, pretending 
that they had conſulted the Aſtrologers and 
the Diviners concerning his death. Particu- 
larly he ſuſpected every one that was but pro-

by reaſon of the Gout, which afflicted him. 
But he permitted his Son to receive it in his 
Place; to whom the Senate had decreed a 
Triumph in relation to the ſucceſſes over the 
Jews, For all things had paſſed well in Syria, 
as well as Partbia, under the Conduct of Se- 
werus. In fine, being come to Antioch, he 
granted to his eldeſt Son the Rowan Gown, 
and appointed him to be Conſul with himſelf. 
Accordipgly they both entred upon their Con- 
ſulſhips in Syris. After which, having gratiſied 
the Army with a Bounty upon that Subject, 


they took their way to Alexandrie. 


In this Expedition he made a great many 
Laws to Eſtabliſh the Rights of the People of 
Paleſtme. He forbad Men to turn Fews, un- 


der a great penalty, and he made the like Ordi- 


nances as to the Chriſtians, He granted to the 


Cicy of Alexandria the Privilege of a Senate; 
beſides which he changed their Laws in ſeveral 
things. He was much pleaſed with his Voy- 
age into theſe Parts, to fee the Worſhip of the 
God Serapir, and becauſe of che ſingular ſtrang- 
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- conquered and killed, and his conſecrat 
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neſs of the Animals, and places which he ſaw 
here, He viewed Memphis and Aammon, the 
Pyramids and the Labyrinth, with great Care 
and great Satisſaction. |

however, he excuſes as much as he can, the

Another very remarkable Expreſ- 
fion of his, is, being one whom Fortune had 
raiſed from a low Birth by ſeveral degrees to 
the Empire, with the Aſſiſtance of Letters, and 
the Knowledge that he had acquired in Arms; 
ſays he, Iba ve been all things,and alls worth not bing. 
He died at York in Great Britain, in an ad- Hi Deabe. 
vanced Age, and the Eighteenth Year of his 
Reign, of a very violent Malady, the Gout, 
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äatcter having ſubdued the Nations which were 

| troubleſome to the Repoſe of that/Country. 
He left Tw 8 i anus and 

; Geta, to which latter he gav lame Name 


of Antoninus, in Honour of the Emperor Mar- 
cus Antoninus. He was interred in the Sepul- 
chre of Marcus Antoninus, for whom of all the 
Emperors, he had that Honour, and held his 
Memory ſo dear, that he conſecrated even 

his Son Commodus Antoninus a God, and thought 
that for the future, the Name of Anroninus 
ought to be inſeparable from the Perſon of the 

Emperor, as well as that of Auguſtus, for ever. 

| The Senate, his Children, and thole of his Fa- 

mily, joyned to make a magnificent — 
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for him, and he was likewiſe enrolled in the 
Number of the Gods. - The publick Works of 
his that are- extant, are chiefly theſe; the Sep- 
tixonium, his Baths, and his Tau. The Judg- 
ment that was paſſed upon him after his Death 
was ſo. much the more to his Honour, as his 
Son, and thoſe Princes that came after, proved 
unfortunate to the State; when all things were 
abandoned into the Hands of Robbers, that 
made a Prey of all the Grandeur and the Ri- 
ches of the Romans.” He was fo little curious 
of fine Cloaths, that his Veſt had ſcarce any 
Studs of Purple upon it; and over that, he wore 
a looſe ſhagged Coat, He eat little, and loved 
above all things the Peaſe, Beans, and Pulſe of 
his on Native Country; he ſometimes drank 
pretty freely ; often quite abſtained from fleſh. 
He was handſome as to his Perſon; big, with 
a long Beard; his Hair naturally curl ; of an 


auful Countenance; a ſweet Voice, but ſome- 


thing of an African Tone with it to the laſt, 


After his Death, he was more beloved than 


ever he had been during his Life; becauſe 
People then had ceaſed to enyy him, and be- 
Cauſe they were out of the fear of his Cruelty. 

I remember, I have read in c/£lius Maurus, 
the manumitted Servant of Phlegon of Tralles, 


that this Prince, when he died, rejoyced infi- 


nitely, that he left behind him two Sons of 
the Name of Autaninus to ſucceed in the Em- 
pire, and to be of equal Power with one ano- 
ther, after the Example of the Emperor Anto- 
ninus Pins, who was ſucceeded at once by 
Marcus Antoninus and Verus Antoninus, who

yet being the Sons of that Prince but by A- 
doption ; it pleaſed Severus ſo much the more, 
to think that his two Sons were his own, and 
derived of his own Blood; that is, Baſſianus

he was much miſtaken in his good hopes as 
to them both. The untimely Murder of the 
one, and the Vices of the other equally de-

And really when I have ſometime reflected 
upon this, I have with aſtoniſhment obſerved, 
may it pleaſe your Majeſty O Diocleſian, that 
ſeldom any of the t Men have ever 
lefr a good and an uſeful Son behind them, 
But either they have died all without Iſſue, or 
if they have had Children, their Children have 


been ſuch, that it had been better for their 


Glory to have left none at all. To begin 
with Romulus, he left the World no Children; 
nor Numa Pompilius, who were of any Service 
to the State. What ſhall 'I ſay of Camillus ? 
Had he any Children like*himſelf2 What had 


Scipio? What had the Caro's, who were all ſuch 


great Men? What ſhall I fay of Homer, De- 
moſfthenes, Virgil, Saluſt, Terence, Plautw, and 
ſo many other excellent Perfons ? What ſhall 


I ſay of Cæſar? What ſhall I ſay of Tuly? 
d been much better, that he had 


but that it 
left no Children neither. What ſhall I ſay of 


Avuguſtus himſelf 2 who had not a good even 


adoptive Son, though he had all the World to 
chuſe out of. Trejan was alſo miſtaken in the 
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Choice that he made of his own Country- 
man, and one of his own Blood. But to or 
mit any more adoptive Sons for the ſake of 
Antoninus Pins and Marcus Antoninas, who were 
Two . ſuch Divinities: What had been hap- 
pier than Marcus Antoninus, if he had not left 
Commodus his Heir ? what more Glorious than 
Septimins Severus, if he had never begotten 
' Baſſianus ? who murdered his Brother, for a 
Crime maliciouſly invented by himſelf, and 
then charged it upon him who married his 
Mother -in-Law, who was as good as an own 
Mother to him, and in whole Arms he had 
before killed her Son, his Brother; who killed 
Papinian, that Sanctuary, that Treaſure of 
all the Doctrine of the Laws, only becauſe 
he would not juſtify ſo cruel a Fratricide. 
Therefore in compariſon with this Son, Severus 
the Father, though he was in all Reſpects a 
hard, or rather a cruel Prince, was accounted 
Pious, and worthy of the Conſecration of a 
God; who as he lay on his Death- Bed, ſent, 
they ſay, to this. his Son, that Divine Oration 
in Saluſt, of the King Micipſa to his Children. 
But it was ſo quite loſt upon Baſſienus Anto- 
ninus, that he lived long in the hatred of the 
People, to whom although he gave a Bounty 
of thoſe Coats called Caracalla, from whence 
himſelf hath the Name of Caracallus; and 
though he built thoſe Baths of his Name, which 
are. very Magnificent, yet that Holy and Ve- 
nerable Stile of Antoninus, became much che 
| leſs beloved for his ſake. He, as we are told,

ciſely he did not live; for he was already old, 
when he came to the Empire. Then that he 
continued a long time alone and deſtitute of 
help, in a great Circle by himfelf, till at laſt, 
fearing to fall to Earth again, he ſaw himſelf 
called by Fupiter, and pct amongſt the Anto- 
ninuſſes.* One day whilſt the Games of the 
Cirque were celebrating, as there were three 
Figures of Victory, with Palms in their hands 
placed according to Cuſtom upon the Platform 
where the Emperor's Throne is; that in the 
middle bearing a Globe, on which was in- 
ſeribed the Name of Sever, was blown down 
with à blaſt of Wind to the Ground, and 
there lay. The other, which was inſcribed 
with the Name of Gets; fell, and was broken 
to pieces; but that which was inſcribed with 
the Name of Baſſanm ſtood, but with much 
ado, and loſt its Palm- branch in the Wind.

He had deſigned a ſecond Royal Image 
of Fortune to be made and added to that 
which always ſtands in the Emperor's Cham- 
bers, and is uſed to accompany them in all 
Places where they go; he deſired to leave of 
thoſe moſt ſacred Figures, to each of his Sons 
one. Bur when he found himfelf preffed 
with the approaching hour of his Death, it is 
ſaid, he ordered that that Image of Fortune, 
which there was, ſhould be carried alternative- 
ly into the Chambers of his Two Sons; but 
Baſſianus Antoninus {lighted that Order, even 


betore he had killed his Brother. . 


His Body was brought from Great Britain to 
Rome, where it was received with the greateſt 
Reverence of all the Provinces; though ſome 
ſay, it was only his Aſhes which were brought 
to Rome, repoſed in a little Urn of Gold, 
which was interred in the Sepulchre of the 


Autoninuſſes; and that the Body was burnt up-

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on the place where he died. When he built 
the Septix onium, ho had no other Deſign in it, 
but to make appear the Magnificence of his 
Work, to the Eyes of thoſe, who particularly 
ſhould come out of his Native Country of 
Africa; and if he had not been prevented, it is 
ſuppoſed, he would have made a ſtately Intrado 
from thence to the Palace Royal; as afterward 
the Emperor Alexander Severw would have 
done, but that the Soothſayers prohibited him,

Aſter the Death of Commodus, and the Death 
alſo of his Succeſſor Pertinax, Peſcennius Niger ſet 
bp for the Empire upon the Authority of the 
ſame Forces of Syria; encouraged to it from 
Rome, where Didizs Fulianus, who had 1uc- 
teeded to Pertiviax, was fo hated by the People, 
that they publickly curſed. him, and threw 
Stones at him, and prayed, that the Gods would 
give them Niger to be their P. ince, and Niger 
to come to the Succonr of the City. Here- 
upon Julians (ent a Centurion wich Orders 
to bring him the Head of Niger, which was a 
very imprudent Fancy indeed, as if it was ſuch 
an eaſie matter for a ſingle Centurion to make 
himſelf the Maſter of one, who was at the Head 
of a puiſſant Army, and could very well:main- _ 
tain himſelf. Wich the ſame imprudence it was 
that he propoſed to rake off the Head of Se- 
wverus, after he had already been declared Em.

place. For he had ſent the known Aſſaſſine, 
Aquilizs a Centurion, to him to kill him; as 
if ſo powerful a General, was ſo eaſily to 
be killed by a Centurion.

No in the time that Severus was the Lieu- 


teriant of the Province of Lugdunum in Gallia, 


Peſcennius Niger and he had contracted a very 

hip with one another; inſomuch, 
that the latter having acquitted himſelf in ſome 
Actions there with a great deal of Bravery 
and Honeſty againſt the Enemy; he rendred 
himſelf ſo perfectly agreeable to Severus, that 
Severus recommended him to the Emperor 


Commodus, and engaged for him, as a Perſon. 
that was neceſſary to be employed in the 


State. And certainly he was a very good Sol. 
dier, and underſtood the Diſcipline of War 


perfectly well. He never. ſuffered his Men 
to extort from their Quarters in the Provinces, 


Wood or Oyl, or any manner of Service, He 
never made Gain to himſelf out of their Pay; 
nor when he was a Tribune, did he ſuffer the 
other Officers to dg ſo: And after he was ſet 
up to be Emperor, he commanded two Tri- 
bunes who were guilty of making Advantages 
to themſelves out of the Pay of hair Soldiers,

had died, to appoint before all others Peſcennius 
Niger, and Cledius Albinus to be his Succeſſors 
though afterwards they were both the one an 
the other his greateſt Enemies. But however, 
this A Argument of the good Opinion that 
once Severus had of Niger. 

If we may believe Severus, Peſcenniut Niger 


was a Man ambitious of Glory, of a Life cloſe © 


and reſerved, and of-an advanced Age, when 


he invaded the Empire; from which laſt Cir- 


cumſtance he takes che Liberty to blame him, 
as if himſelf had come to the Empire much 


; whereas he reigned but Eighteen 


younger 

Years, or thereabouts, and yet died at the Age 
of Eighty Nine. At the ſame time that Severus 
ſent Heraclixs into Bithynia- to ſecure that 
Country, he ſent Fulvius to go and get into 
his Cuſtody the Children of Peſcennius Niger, 


who were then in the Flower of their Youth. 


He took no notice at all of their Father to 


the Senate, but immediately began an Expe- 
dition to compoſe the State of the Ezf. But 


withal, he commanded ſome Legions into 
Africa, to prevent that Niger ſhould not poſſeſs 
himſelf . that Quatter, and thereby afffict 
the People of Rome with a want of the Corn 
from thence. Fot though the Paſſage boch

 - Fortothe uſual Games, with which he enter- 


tained the People,  Commedus himſelf added 
1, 3 both upon the Theatre and Amphi - 
theatre. Then the Emperor Severus made 
him a Conſul; which was done about that 
time, that he propoſed to have called him 
to Ae in Conjunction wich Peſcen- 
nus NMerr. e 
le was advanced in years, and even older 
than Peſcennizs Niger; as Sever ſays, when 
he was ſet up to be Emperor. The Senate 
had a more than ordinary kindneſs for him, be- 
auauſe of the Antiquity of his Family. There- 
fore Severw having his firſt Senti- 
ments, as to the Honour that he had intended to 
Peſcennizs Niger and him, and reſolving to 
preſerve the Empite to his own Children, and 
having beaten and killed Peſcennizs, he in 
the next place ſent the following Letter to 
Cladia Albis, which I. have met with in 
Cordus, in theſe Words.

For 
when they were come to Albin, and had 
given him the Letter, which he Read, and had

to be ſpoken more privately, he took them 
apart into a long Gallery; in the mean 
time they were fo over · careful that na other 
Perſons ſhould follow them, pretending as if it 
were out of a fear left their Meſſage ſhould 
be diſcovered, that Albinas began to ſuſpect 
fomething ; upon which he immediately cauſed 
them to be ſeed, and put them to the Que- 
ſhon. Who at firſt denyed it; but being at 


laſt forced to yield to the violence of the Tor- 


ment, they confeſſed then all that Severus had 
given in Charge to them. Wherefore, Albi- 
nns being ſatisfied in the juſt ſuſpition that he 
had conceived, gathered together a great Ar- 
my, and put himſelf upon his March with 
them to make War apgainſt' Severw, and a- 


gainſt his Comchanders. 


In his firſt Engagement which he had with 


the Lieutenants of Severus, Albinm had cer- 


tainly the better of it. After which Se vera 
went in Perſon againſt him, having firſt pre- 


vailed wich the Senate to adjudge him an 


Enemy: They fought it very ſeverely on both 

ſides, in Gallia, not without always a great va- 

riety of Fortune? inſomuch that Sever .

For when the laſt Battel was fought, AJ 

binus, after. an. infinite number of his Men 

were killed, a great many others put to flight, 

and others taken Priſoners, gel) pe - and 
whether it was that he ſtruck himſelf through 

the Body, or whether, as ſome ſay, one of hi 
own Slaves, or ſome of the Soldiers did it, de- 

manding ſome acknowledgment from him 
of Severus, I cannot ſay; but he was brought 
half alive, and half dead to Severus; which 
made good the Prediction. He left one Son, 
or as Maximus ſays two; to whom at the firſt 
Saberut was pleaſed to ſhew favour; but after- 
wards he ordered them and their Mother to be 
kilFd, and their Bodies to be chrown into the Ri- 
ver. The Head of Albinus was cut off, and carri- 
ed about upon a Javelin, and then ſent to Rome; 
accompanied with Letters to the Senate, where- 
ig Severus iniſulted them for the Affection which 
they had a long time born to Albinus, and for 
the Honours and Kindneſſes that they had 
ſhewn to his Brother and his Relations: but e- 
ſpecially his Brother. His Body was expoſed in 
its Gore ſor ſeveral days before the Tent of 
Severus, till it ſtunk, and then it was torn into 

© pieces by Dogs, and thrown into the River. 
As for the Manners of Clodias Albinas, they xh, Tem- 
are repreſented variouſly. Severus ſays, he was per and 
deformed with Vices; Malicious, Lewd, Wick u | 
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ed, Diſhoneſt, Envious, and Luxurious. But 
it is to be obſerved, that it was in the time of 
the War with him, or after, that he ſpeaks ſo 
ill of him; which makes it the leſs to be be- 
Heved. Becauſe before, he frequently ſent 
Letters to — 4425 Friend, and 
certainly many People had a much better Opi- 
nion than that of him. Beſides, that Severus

crucified! Centurions, when there hath been 


as good as no occaſion given for it. He beat 
others often with Rods, and pardoned not 
the leaſt fault. He was r in his Cloaths, 
and as improper in his Repaſts; in which he 
minded nothing but Abundance. He was a 
great lover of a Miſtreſs, but not at all of a 


Bardaccio; being fo far from that, that. he 
ſeverely puniſhed it upon ſuch as were. He 


was perſectly well skilled in rr in · 

ſomuch that he writ a Book of Georgii. 
He was as much beloved by- the Senate as 

any Prince ever was: but the great occaſion 


ol it was, their mortal hatred to Severus; which 


they had againſt him upon the account of his 
e as many of them, as either 
were, or ſuch as were but ſuſpected to have 


been of Albinw's ſide, he put to death after

verus. Wath great care I bave furniſhed the 


State with Corn, and bave maintained ſeveral. 


Wars for the State, and have ſupplied the People 
of Rome with more Oil than the World ſcarce 
ever bebeld + and by my overcoming Peſcennius 
Niger 1 have delivered you from the miſeries of 
a Tyranny. Indeed you have made on your part 
a great return to me for all thu, For here't a 
Man, who i not only dn African as my ſelf; 


but one of the poor Town of Mahometa, and 


only becauſe be pretends to derive ba blood from 
tbe Roman Cejonii, you have extolled bim ſo 


far, that iu would have bim to be your Emperor, 


whilſt as yet I am upon the Throne, and my ſelf 
and my Children are in ſafety.

— polluted as he was, with all kind of 
Filthineſs, and his Company as bad and as vr- 
cious as he, to take from thence the inviola- 
ble Image of Palla. He thought that he had 
really carried off the Jar which is conſecrated 
to the Temple, and the Rites of the Goddeſs 
Cybele; but only the ſuperior of the Virgins 
belonging to that Goddeſs, had ſhewn him a

Accordingly they fell firſt upon his 
Lewd Aſſociates; whom they put to death in 
ſeveral ways; ſome by ripping them up, and 

i taking out their Entrails; ſome by boring the 

Ei Aſſe. through the Fundament; that their deaths 

La their lifes ſhould be alike. Next they broke 
fan. by violence in upon himſelf; who fled for 
" ſhelter into a Houſe of Office. They killed 
him there; then they dragged him through the 
Streets. They added this Deſpite to his Body 
that they threw it into the Kennel; and the 
Kennel not being big egough for it, they 
faſted - a weight to it, that it — not 
float and be afterwards found, and buryed, 

w_ and fo caſt it from the eAmilian Bridge into 

_ the River of Tyber. But beforethey threw him - 

| into the Tyber, they had dragged him up and 

down the Cirque. His Name, that is, that of 
Antonimm was eraſed, and nothing but that of 
Varixe Heliogahalils Was left to ſtand upon the 
Records, becauſe he had ſo much affected, to 
retain nothing but the Name, to ſhew him- 
ſell to be the Son of an Antonin. They

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: ſuch Names, upon any occafion of remiark- 
ing the Paſſages of his Reign. Of all the 
1 Princes, he was the only one that was both 
: dragged and thrown into the Kennel, and

him from the general hatred in which he died, 
and which Princes by his Exarfple ought to 
take great heed how they incur; becauſe; if 
ſo be that they live ſo, as not to merit the Love 
of either the Senate, People, or Soldiers; nei- 
ther will they be thought to deſerve the Ho- 
nour to be buried. His publick Works were, Hs pub- 
he built a Temple to his God Helieg abalus, lie Works. 
whom ſome interpret the Sun, ſome Jupiter. 
He repaired the Amphitheatre after a Fire. 
He carried on the Work of the Baths, that had 
been begun by his Father, but which had been 
left imperfe& for want of ſome Galleries to 
them, which therefore this Prince enterpri- 
ſed; but neither were thoſe brought unto their 
r perfection till the Reign of Ae 


Hie was the laſt of the Princes of the Name 
of Antoninus. And certainly the Life, the Man- 
ners, and the Lewdnefs of him are ſo odious, 
that as the Schate eraſed out of the publick Re- 
cords his Name of Antoninus, my ſelf ſhould 

not give it him, but for the ſake of diſtinction, 
and the Laws of Hiſtory, which obhge*me. 
His Mother Semiamira was killed with him; a 
Woman without Honour, and worthy of ſuch 
a Son 3 upon Whoſe account, it was before all 
things ordained by the Senate, after his Death, 

that no Woman for the future thould ever be

moveables of his Houſhold to raiſe. Money for 
the Jarcomannick War. He garniſhed his En- 
tertainments throughout the Summer, with 
Glaſſes and things, all of the ſame colour, and 
the colour every day various. He was the firſt 
that furniſhed his Kitchin with Pots and Pans 
of Silver, whereof ſome were of a hundred 
pound weight, and ingraved with venereal Fi- 
gures. He firſt brought up the Wines of the 
infuſion of Maſtick, Roſes, and other things, 
' which the Luxurious have at this day. Fo 
though the Wine of the infuſion oft Roſes had 
heen invented before, yet he rendred that ſtill 
more fragrant by a mixture in it of the Pine. 
Neither do we read of ſo many ſeveral mix- 
ture of Wines before the time of Heliggabalut, 
every moment of whoſe Life was ſpent ig

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queſt of new Pleaſures. He is the firſt that 


made a ſort of Sauſages of Fiſh, ſuch as Oy- 
ſters, Muſcles, Lobſters, Crabs, Shrimps.

The occaſion of his Name of Alexander 
was from hence. In his Native City of Arca 
Cæſarea in Phænitia, there was a Temple Dedi- 
cated to Alexander the Great, whither upon 
the Feſtival of that Prince, according to the

Mammæa his Mother, went to aſſiſt at the uſual 
Solemnities. But by accident his Mother fell 
intò Labour, and was delivered of him in this 
Temple; ſo ſhe called him Alexander: and 
the day of the Birth of Alexander the Son of 
Mamma, is the ſame with the day of the 
Death of Alexander the Great.

With theſe great Qualities thereſore both for — 7 
peace and War, this Emperor entred upon an perſian 
Expedition againſt Perſia; in which he Com- Expediti- 
ported himſelf with that Diſcipline, and that on. 
nſideration for the Dignity of the Empire; 
that it was ſaid, they were more like fo man 
Senators; than Soldiers that he brought with 
him. Where-ever the Legions marched, the 
Tribunes, the Centurions, the Soldiers were. 
ſo quiet, ſo modeſt, and ſo belov'd for their 
Diſcretion; and then the Preſence of their 
Prince was accompanied with ſo many excel- 
lent Qualities ; that the People of the Pro- 
vinces conſidered him as a God. And cer- 
tainly the Soldiers loved him, as if he was their, 
Brother or their Son; and infinitely reſpected 
him as their Parent. They were handſomely 
Cloathed; and nobly Armed: their Cavalry 
well mounted, and compleatly Furniſhed and 
Capariſoned: ſo that to fee the Army of A. 
lexander Se ver, it was enough to give one an 
leda of the Grandeur of the Roman Empire. 
He particularly, with all his Power, endea- 
roured to appear worthy of the name that 
he carried, and which is more, to ſurpaſs the 
Macedonian of the {ame : and ſaid, That there 
og bt to be a great difference berwixr Alexander 
of Rome, and Alexander of Macedon. He had 
Companies in his Army, as that Macedonian 
had, that were armed with Shields of Silver, 
and Shields of Gold. He made a Phalanx; con. 
. liſting 
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fiſting of thirty thouſand Men, whom he 
called by the name of his Phalangreres ; by 
whoſe means he did a great many Noble Ex- 
ploits in Perſia, This Phalanx was compoled 
of Six Legions, who were all equally well 
armed, and for their great Services judged 
- worthy to be all at double Pay after the end 
of the War of Pera. | 

The Royal Preſents, which were made him, 
he beſtowed upon the Temples ; but Jewels 
he ſold : becauſe he thought it was an Effemi- 
nate thing to keep Jewels; which are neither 
fit to be given amongſt the Soldiers, nor to 
be worn by a Man of Bravery, An Embaſſa- 
dour having preſented his Wife, the Empreſs, 
by him, with two Unions of a great Weight, 
and an extraordinary Size, he ordered them to 
be fold; but there was no body tobe found to 
come up to the Price. And for fear that they 
ſhould draw. from the Empreſs herſelf, an ill 
Example, if ſhe uſed a thing that was not to 
be Purchaſed, he Dedicated them to ſerve 
for Pendants to the Ears of a Statue of Venus. 
. His Protectour in his Minority was Ulpian; to 
whom his Mother Mammæa was at firſt averſe; 
but afterwards ſhe thanked him, when ſhe 
| ſaw that her Son had attained to be ſo great 
an Emperor, by following eſpecially his Coun- 
ſels, in the Government of himſelf and the 
State.
